WARD OFF A STRIKE 


Protestant and Catholic Denomina- 


tions Issue Appeal to Prevent 


Miners' Walkout . 


WANT A JOINT CONFERENCE 


Washington, March IS.—For the 


first time in (lie nation's industrial 
history, Protestant 
and 
Catholic 


churches have linked together in an 
effort to ward off a big strike—the 
threatened coal clash.

Washington, ' March 
IS—When 


Secretary Seward paid the Russian 
government I $7,200,000 • for Alaska 
fifty-six years ago, he did not dream 
£hat there would ever be a college 
within 100 miles of the Arctic Cir- 
cle, or that it would bo .la wonder- 
land of wealth. 


When President Harding goes up 


there this summer he will land-about 
strawberry time and such strawber- 
ries as Marion never saw to hear, 
the natives brag. The president will 
see a government-built railroad:.and 
be, able to take a little auto trip 
right up to the nose of a glacier. 


_Th,e head of. the college near Fair- 


banks, is CKarles E. Bunnell, former 
federal judge, and the. campus is on 
a tract of .land 
four 
miles from 


Fairbanks 
on the main line of the 


new railroad. The'college was for- 
mally established in 1917. There 
was under p cultivation in the imme- 
diate 
vicinity 
of Fairbanks last 


year, according to Prof. Bunnell, a 
total of 1,920 acres. This land pro- 
duced 100 'tons of vegetables, 1,- 
000 tons of oa'ts, hay, 1,270 bushels 
of oats and barley, 3,51C bushels 
if wheat and 392 tons of potatoes. 
The wheat represents 
the yield of 


1S3 acres. 


As a result of "rcdtape" Alaska 


lost 23.4 per cent in population in 
ten years when it should be grow- 
ing by leaps and bounds. On this; 
Col. W. B.- Greeley of the Forest 
Service-has this to say: 


"An effort is now being made to 
reate for.-Alaska a local commis- 
sion, or development. Board, which, 
would take over the duties and au- 
thority of the various Federal exe-

arid there are many pending appli- 
cations and industries'from respon^ 
sible. sources. Just as rapidly as 
bonaftde undertakings for the build- 
ing up of forest industries in the 
Territory take form, they will re- 
ceive every form of encouragement 
from the Forest Service consistent 
with: the public interest.

Kinley,'20,300 feet in altitude and 
the loftiest peak on the North Am^

trials, and is about .to repeat it a- 
gain for the third time. 


"The public is long suffering, but 


•When it is finally decided it has en- 
ough—look out for the avalanche. 


"About twenty years ago the pub- 


ilie .got tired of the rottenness of the 
saloon. It got tired of having the cor-, 
ner liar a fester spot for crime." 


"If the decent saloon men, the 


men who wanted to run high-class 
business establishments, had got to- 
gether and worked with the police 
•and legislators to .put- the abuses of 
rt.he saloon and liquor trade out of 
business, in all probability the saloon 
us a decent reputable business es- 
tablishment, would still exist. 


"But the saloon men didn't do 


this. They went on abetting drunk- 
enness and lawlessness. Finally the 
public simply got enough of it, -and 
rose up and put the saloon out of 
business altogether. 


"That is just the status of the mo- 


tion picture industry today. 


"The public is getting tired of see- 


in'g some morally rotten but highly 
paid actor or actress glorified and 
held up as an idol when such actors 
find actresses arn't fit for to asso- 
ciate with decent people. 


"The public is tired of having sex 


flung in their faces. The people who 
live decent lives, the mothers and fa- 
thers with families they are trying 
.to raise to respect the laws and to 
be upright and decent, are tired of 
seeing film after film picturing infi- 
delity and 'red love.' They are tired 
of the 'other man' as a peraananent 
fixture in the home—according to 
the Motion pictures. 


"They are giving the producers 


• their chance to reform from within. 


"If they don't, public opinion won't 


do any reforming at all. It will simp- 
ly annihilate the motion picture in- 
dustry altogether— just as it did 
the saloon. 


"You 
can't get away with glorify- 


ing in public persons with indecent 
morals and indecent private lives in 
this modern day and age—if you 
ever *'ould in -any other age. 


If the producers are wise, they 


will spend their money in cleaning up 
the industry, instead of attempting 
to Kurpress every scandal that -comes 
up and defending every film star 
whose personal morals get him or 
her into trouble."

There 
are two classes of busi- 


ness doubles:' The first, and most 
frequent business double is called the 
free double. It makes declaration 
which would make game for adver- 
sary whether 'doubled or not. Ex- 
ample—Four Spades or Hearts. 


The second business double is one 


made when the bid flat (or undoubt- 
ed), would not secure for the declar- 
er-a game should he merely fulfill his 
•contract, but which, if doubled, woulc 
make game. Example—Two or three 
Spades or Hearts. 


In the first example, the donbler 


may lose the number of extra points 
added to the declarer's score for ful- 
filling his contract against a double. 
Four Hearts ordinarly would give the 
declarer 32 trick points if he fulfilled 
Uiis contract; doubled, they would 
give him another 32 trick points plus 
50 for fulfilling his contract, making 
a total of 82 extra points. The doubl- 
er, on the other hand, in case !he suc- 
ceeded in setting the bidder by one 
trick, would make only 50 more than 
Hie would if be had set the bidder 
but had not doubled. Therefore the 
odds 'against him when he doubles 
are 82 to 50. Nor is this all. The

The 
common test • of a child's 


health development, and about the 
only test that can readily be" applied 
o children in mass, is to ascertain 


)y some standard . table of age- 
weights prepared .for the .purpose, 
whether or not they weigh as much 
as they should at their age. If the 
child is 10 per cent or more undei 
standard it is considered to be under 
nourished and is treated accordingly 


This, however, may. or may not be 


the case, for the standard tables are 
largely approximations. Nevertheless 
they serve a useful .purpose, pending 
the establishment of more accurate 
and scientific standards, by calling 
attention to indvidual children an 
causing a, more careful examination 
to determine' whether the substand 
ard 
weight is 
clue to a remediabl 


cause. 


Some of the age-weight standard 


used in the United States are mereh 
averages of all classes of children 
including with the well those wh 
have hampering 
physical defect 


and those who are •actually under 
nourished. They probably never di 
apply even to the particular pax 
for which they were originally deT 
vised.
